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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 45,46,48-50,53,58, and 60-62 have 
been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant contends Anderson do not 
anticipate the pending claims because 1) the barbs are not integral as described at lines 
64-67 of col. 6 and 2) the Anderson barbs are bent and weakened due to bending. 
Examiner disagree because lines 64-67 of col. 6 describe an alternative method of 
attaching separate barb structures to the integral barbs described at lines 60-63 of col. 
6. Furthermore, the bending that takes place in Anderson stent is the struts of the stent 
and not the connection between the barb and strut. Bending of the struts (during 
expansion) orients the barbs to face outwardly. Therefore, weakening due to bending is 
only present in the struts rather than the barbs. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objection has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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4. Claims 45,46,48-50,53,58, and 60-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Anderson et al. US PN 5,800,526. 

5. Anderson et al. disclose in figures 2-7, 16, and 17 a vascular prosthesis 
comprising a tubular/cannular graft and stent, wherein the stent comprises a wire having 
a bend and integrally formed barbs (See c3:29-60, c4:41-67). The stent and barbs are 
machined from a flat sheet of metal (by laser cutting or chemical etching) such that the 
barbs will face outward upon expansion of the stent due to removed material in the area 
of the barbs (c9: 16-26,42-50). Figures 16 and 17, as described at c12:52-65, describe 
additional embodiments in which integral barbs are formed outward (figure 16) or that 
point outward upon expansion (figure 17).
